The “‘R34”’ left her quarters at East Fortune, by the Firth of Forth near Edinburgh, at 2.42 a.m., on Wednesday, July 2, to fly across the Atlantic to Long Island, New 
York. t is interesting to recall that the first regular steam liner to make the Atlantic passage was the Cunarder “ Britannia,’’ which in 1840 crossed from Liverpool to Boston 
15 days. The “R34” is 643'5 ft. long, with a height of 91°8 ft., and a beam of 79 ft. 
All along inside the keel is a triangular keel space, down the centre of which is a girder covered with ply wood about 1 ft. wide, which forms a walking way. 
On each side of this is the fabric outer cover of the ship, which must not be trodden on.
